Knight 
of  the  Bath. 1st  Duke  of  Somerset .Created  Viscount  Beauchamp  June  5, 

1536. Created  Earl  of  Hertford  Oct ,18,1537. Created  Baron  Seymour  Feb., 
1546/47  and  next  day  advanced  to  the  Dukedom. He  was  Captain  of  the 
Isle  of  Jersey .Was  Lord  Great  Chamberlain  cf  England  for  life. Lord 
Treasurer  of  England. Earl  Marshall, Privy  Councilor  and  many  other 
offices, Was  Protector  of  the  Realm  for  King  Edward  VI  during  his 
youth  and  virtual  ruler  of  England  for  many  years. Later  through  polit¬ 
ical  jealousies  and  intrigue  he  lost  favor  and  was  a  prisoner  in 
the  Tower  for  some  time, He  was  beheaded  by  order  of  his  nephew, King 
Edward  VI.  He  m.lst  Catherine,dau.and  co-heir  of  Sir  William  Fillol, 
of  FilloI!s  Hall, in  Langton  Wash, co .Essex, whom  he  divorced  in  1535.
